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The Neglected Side of Love

Love—what is it? Can you tell me? 
No? Well, I was hoping that you could 
give me a little light on the subject. It is 
one of the most important teachings of 
the Bible. A fundamental theme of both 
the Old and New Testaments. Great 
preachers preach about it, great writers 
write about it, great singers sing about 
it, but very few preachers, singers, writ- 
ers or any one else can tell us in plain, 
easy-to-understand terms just what love 
is. Some say God is love—that is true, but 
what is love? 


One day I was studying a certain sub- 
ject, and I used another word in its place 
to see how it would sound. It helped me 
understand it better. Then I began study- 
ing LOVE, and I tried to think of some 
term to use in its place, some word that 
would help me understand love’s real 
meaning. For a while I was puzzled, then, 
quick as a flash, I thought of a word to 
use in the place of love. I tried it and it 
worked. What was that word? CARE. 
Yes, those four little letters, C-A-R-E, 
told me more about love in just a few 
minutes than I had ever learned before. 
I was reminded of 1 John 3:17, 18, 
““Whoso hath this world’s good, and seeth 
his brother have need, and shutteth up 
his bowels of compassion from him, 
HOW DWELLETH THE LOVE OF 
GOD IN HIM? . . . Let us Jove not in 
word, neither in tongue; but in DEED 
and in TRUTH.” (That means in action 
and in reality.) Well, I just closed my 
eyes and turned the great subject of love 


over and over in my mind. ‘The fires of 
inspiration flamed up in my soul, fanned 
by the Holy Ghost, and as David put it, 
“My heart was hot within me, while I was 
musing the fire burned,” Psalm 39:3. 
There was love paraded before my mind’s 
eye. I viewed it from every angle. I be- 
held it under all circumstances. And 
CARE could always take its place. 


“Love” itself seems to be a sealed word. 
We don’t seem to be able to define it. We 
are not sure just what it suggests. But 
CARE is different. Care suggests sup- 
port, it involves responsibility. 


The indiscriminate, lustful eye turned 
on a prostitute says, “I love her,” but if 
approached with the direct question, “Do 
you really care for her?” he answers, “Of 
course not.” I am certain that there is 
no fellowship between lust and love. God 
is love, and any thing that is foreign to 
God is not connected in any way with 
love. 


There is the man who borrows your 
money, your groceries, your lawn mower 
and even your car if you will lend it, and 
he says, “I dearly love, Brother Brown.” 
But when Brother Brown has nothing to 
lend, nothing that this ungrateful wretch 
can use to a selfish advantage, then his 
love fades. Was it real love in the first 
place? No. Why? Because love is endur- 
ing. It holds out in fair weather and foul. 
It does not lend hoping to get as much 
in return, but lends because it CARES 
for its object and wants to help it. 


Then there is the pastor (no personal 
reference here intended to any one) who 
serves a nice church. His people are loy- 
al and his hire is good. He advertizes the 
fact that he loves his church, but just 
before the Assembly a panic strikes. his 
town, his tithe payers lose their jobs, his 
income is cut in half, and the usual Wed- 
nesday night pounding fails. Before the 
panic he’ was feathering his nest for many 
years to come. He hoped to stay perched 
on the same comfortable roost as long 
as possible. But since the panic he sud- 
denly changes his mind. The climate will 
suit him better now a little farther south 
or north or east or west or whichever di- 
rection it is to a better financial pros- 
pect. Did he really CARE for his church 
in the first place? Was he really attached 
to them? Brethren, allow me to say, NO. 
He was a selfish dummy, greed with a 
lovely hood on. A hireling and not a real 
shepherd. LOVE CARES. 


Then we have the man, and there are 
thousands in this class, who finds a lovely 
young woman. Her step is firm, her 
cheeks glow, her eyes sparkle, her aim is 
pure and her soul unscarred by the com- 
mon vices. He holds her hand and says, 
“Yes, I’ll love her until death does us 
part.” But when she fails to cook to suit 
him, when she has gone into death’s valley 
to bear him a child, when her eyes fail 
to sparkle and her form is not so lovely as 
at the first, and after a few years with a 
growling, ungrateful husband, her 
cheeks fail to glow as they did when he 
first knew her, then the Reno Devil pa- 
rades a flapper before him and he says, 
“I married the wrong woman.” Then he

The Needle’s HERE has recently been a discussion 
Eye through the Open Forum of the Chatta- 
nooga Free Press of this subject. A Mr. An- 
drews attacks the Bible quotation quite vigorously by making 
the statement that God would never perform a miracle such as 
causing an actual camel to pass through the needle’s eye and 
that the miracle would be useless and would serve no good pur- 
pose. He discusses the story 
about the gate in Jerusalem 
which is named The Needle’s 
Eye and makes light of it though 
he knows that it has long been 
used for an explanation of the 
quotation. Relative to it he says, 
“Josephus gives us a detailed de- 
scription of Jerusalem’s gate and 
does not mention such a gate. 
Dr. Thompson who spent twen- 
ty-five years in the Holy Land 
and whose work, “The Land and 
the Book,’ has been widely ac- 
cepted as authority on Bible sub- 
jects, and who illustrated many 
of the Savior’s parables, does not 
mention this either, which he 
certainly would have done if it 
were considered a subject of dis- 
pute.” A Mr. Thomas H. Smith 
of Ft. Payne, Ala., thinks that 
he has found the solution. To 
quote his words, “The real ex- 
planation of that parable is so easily understandable that I have 
wondered for years why it has not been discovered and offered 
ages ago. Here it is: There are two Greek words pronounced 
alike and spelled alike with the exception of one letter,— 
*hamelos’ with ‘e’ in the second syllable means a camel; 
*hamelos’ with ‘i’ in the second syllable means a thick rope or 
cable. This is the word,” says Mr. Smith, “that Jesus used in His 
parable and is a reasonable comparison to a thread such as usu- 
ally passed through the eye of a needle. No use to strain for a 
meaningless explanation when the truth is readily grasped.” 


It is certainly amusing to your Editor to watch people in their 
efforts to explain things which appear in the Word of God as 
miracles. The way we look at it it would make no difference 
whether the Greek word meant a rope or actually meant a 
camel. Whatever it was that Jesus was talking about certainly 
appeared to be impossible to the apostles. That’s the reason the

question was asked, ““Who then can be saved?” But there is no 
such thing as an impossibility with God. It is impossible, how- 
ever, for us to accept the Word of God as it is without faith in 
God and His ability to do all things. Your Editor has seen the 
gate at Jerusalem called the “The Needle’s Eye.” It is doubtful 
to us that Jesus meant that gate. It might have been built since 
that time. However, He did not say the needle’s eye but “the 
eye of a needle.”

HIS is the title of a small periodical pub- 

lished by the First Emmanuel Church of 
which Dr. W. A. Meador, L. L. M., D. D., is 
pastor. The First Emmanuel Church is a proponent of the doc- 
trine of the Seventh Day Adventists regarding the Sabbath, of 
the Jesus Only or New Light people regarding the Trinity, and 
yet teaches the Baptism of the Holy Ghost. In their March issue 
a special day of the gospel light (?) is the imposition of the sev- 
enth-day sabbath upon the church age. The pastor undertakes to 
prove his sabbath exegesis by quoting from Matt.

Light” undertakes to prove that 
Jesus took them up into the ex- 
ceeding high mountain on the 
Sabbath. His message is filled 
with texts from the Old Testa- 
ment regarding the Sabbath but 
he fails to bring forth the law 
relative to a Sabbath day’s jour- 
ney. Had Jesus taken His apos- 
tles into an exceeding high 
mountain apart, He would have 
broken the rule relative to a 
Sabbath day’s journey, and if 
the law of the Sabbath as put 
forth in the Old Testament is 
binding He certainly broke it, 
for concerning the seventh day’s 
journey we have these words in Exod. 16:29, “Let no man go 
out of his place on the seventh day.” 


The gospel era began with Jesus Christ, and the gospel light 
shines forth from that time. We do not wish to do away with 
the Old Testament scriptures but they were a schoolmaster to 
bring us to Christ, to bring us to that gospel light, therefore the 
seventh-day theory is not gospel light but belongs to that part 
of the Word of God of which Jesus said, “Christ is the end of 
the law for righteousness to every one that believeth.” So after 
all, the quotation “AFTER SIX DAYS” merely meant that 
after six days from the discourse and events recorded preceding 
the day He went up into the mountain. The mountain referred 
to evidently was Mt. Hermon, an exceeding high mountain. To 
go up into that mountain would take tremendous effort. If it 
were Mt. Tabor it was many miles to the south and would have

“And there shall be signs in the sun, 
and in the moon, and in the stars,” Luke 
21:25. On Sunday evening, March 24, 
Paul Sullivan, famed news commentator, 
spoke at length concerning a “cyclone 
around the sun.” On Monday, the 25th, 
the Associated Press carried dispatches 
concerning same. “A huge spot on the 
sun played havoc with communications 
today. Disruption of telegraph and 
short wave radio service was the worst 
in thirty years, engineers said today. 
Here is the way science explained it: the 
sun spot is caused by a tremendous elec- 
tric disturbance on the sun, resulting in 
severe currents bombarding the earth 
from the sun.” Again on Monday eve- 
ning at 6:00, Edwin C. Hill, another 
news commentator, declaimed at length 
concerning the “tornado around the 
sun.” These events are due, ordinarily, 
each ten or eleven years. This time it 
happened in only three years. Mr. Hill 
quoted scientists as saying it would hap- 
pen again in twenty-seven days. Let the 
scientists do their best to present a na- 
tural explanation of these phenomena. 
They are happening exactly because GOD 
SAID THEY WOULD HAPPEN, 
SCIENCE TO THE CONTRARY. 


READERS DIGEST fir April says 
this: “Warsaw (Poland) today is one 
vast city dump, crawling with the starv- 
ing, hopeless and diseased. For every Pole 
caught with a weapon, according to of- 
ficial German policy, ten Poles are still 
being executed. For every murder of a 
German, 100 Poles are executed. Men 
and women are driven to the public 
squares to watch the executions. A few 
face the firing squads with the proud 
boast ‘Poland is not yet lost.’ Typhoid 
is raging. There is no coal. German sol- 
diers coming from Poland speak of it 
with horror, of ‘the graveyard atmos- 
phere, the dumb submission of the peas- 
ants, the inextinguishable hatred gleaming 
from the eyes of the executed leaders.’ 
The disgusted German Army handed the 
ugly job over to Heinrich Himmler’s 
Death’s Head Brigade of the S.S. Civil 
prisoners are given from 60 to 120 blows 
every few days with truncheons. Priests 
are forbidden to give absolution to those 
condemned to die. Thus are the German 
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victors carrying out the destruction of 
Conquered Poland.” SUCH IS THE 
SPIRIT OF AND SUCH WILL BE 
THE RULE OF THE ANTICHRIST. 

On March 27 two earthquakes were 
recorded by the seismographs. One was 
estimated to be about 4,500 miles from 
New York, the other about 8,000 miles 
from New York. The radio news com- 
mentators and the press still continue to 
discuss the sun spots, so-called, which is 
disrupting radio and telegraphic com- 
munications. There was a question in the 
minds of some commentators whether 
the disturbance around the sun caused 
the earth to quake.

We have always had 
this, that and the other.” Quite true, my 
unbelieving friends, but never before 
have they all occurred at one and the 
same time. The earthquakes, the wars, 
the disturbances in the heavens, the un- 
rest, the “falling away,” the uncertainty 
and chaos everywhere make this day un- 
usual indeed. Coupled with the foregoing 
is the treatment accorded the Jews. Add 
it all up. What does it mean? What is 
the answer? “LIFT UP YOUR HEADS. 
YOUR REDEMPTION DRAWETH 
NIGH.” 

NEWSWEEK relates that The Very 
Rev. Dr. Hewlett Johnson, Dean of 
Canterbury, Church of England, has a 
new slant on religion. Just to give you 
an idea how the “ecclesiastical big shots” 
feel about religion, this distinguished re- 
ligious leader invites women dressed only 
in pajamas to come to his services. He 
says that “Communism has recovered the 
essential form of a real belief in God. We 
profess Christianity, but in Russia they 
practise it.” Such is the leadership of the 
great Church of England, today battl- 
ing against the forces of antichrist, try- 
ing to fight the devil with his own fire. 

H. G. Welles, eminent historian and 
author, made the following significant 
remark anent world conditions: “The 
Germans adhere to Hitler because they 
fear complete chaos if his gang breaks 


down. TO AVOID CATASTROPHE 
WELLES URGED A_ SINGLE ECO- 
NOMIC CONTROL FOR’ THE 
WORLD.” His suggestions are about to 
be adopted. The individual who will con- 
trol and dominate the world, not only 
economically but spiritually and morally, 
is about ready to make his appearance. 


W. B. Courtney, associate editor of 
COLLIERS, said on March 28 that “Ger- 
many has a 75 per cent chance of win- 
ning the war. I may get into trouble for 
saying this but that is my opinion.” 
Courtney spent last year in Germany. 
Hon. Joseph Kennedy, American Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, recently said 
that Germany’s, chances against England 
and France were 55 for Germany to 45 
for England and France. This much is * 
certain, as I see it, Germany will either 
win outright, with the help of the other 
dictators, or else the war will develop 
into a stalemate with both sides looking 
for a loophole to peace. The loophole may 
come with the appearance of antichrist 
taking over the rule of the whole world. 


The most significant announcement 
concerning the trip of Under-Secretary 
Welles to Europe was made by the Presi- 
dent. He said that the information 
gleaned by Welles would come in handy 
as a basis for making peace at the close 
of the present war. If that be all it is 
good for, might as well throw it in the 
trash can at once. Mr. Welles will not, 
in all probability, be consulted as to the 
terms of peace when the enemy of Christ 
takes his seat upon the earth’s throne.

The Church pur- 
chased matrices from which music type 
could be cast, then had it cast so music 
could be set in our own plant, opening 
up a field in music plate-making. 
Through the years that the Tennessee 
Music and Printing Company has been 
operating, we have published nineteen of 
our own publications, running into hun- 
dreds of thousands of copies. This depart- 
ment has also had printed twenty-nine 
publications for ten other publishers, 
which has run into an enormous figure, 
the total of music publications running 
into approximately one million. 


Besides our own music typesetting and 
plate-making, we have made plates for 
nine other concerns beside those for which 
we printed books. The music typesetting

and plate-making department of the Ten- 
nessee Music and Printing Company has 
been quite an addition and extension to 
the music business. We now own ap- 
proximately 4,000 of our own music 
plates. 

In the picture you can see Otis L. Mc-

edits our song books, corrects manuscripts 
and proofreads them, looks up copyright 
ownerships from data which we obtain 
from the Library of Congress, and takes 
care of all matter pertaining to the mu- 
sic department of the Church of God. In 
addition to this he solicits and obtains 
work from other companies in the print- 
ing of books, sheet music, and the like. 

This department has also done quite a 
business in musical instruments which

India, being constrained by the love of 
Christ to preach the glorious gospel of 
our Lord to the perishing souls who have 
never heard about, or tasted of the well 
of salvation, I was not able to bid you a 
good-bye on the eve of your departure. 
But yet I have the consolation that you 
are kept safe on the other side of the 
ocean for me to reach your heart and pour 
into it news about my work and about 
the great and urgent needs that are to 
be met for the advancement of the King- 
dom of God in this dark and benighted 
land of India. 


The account that follows covers a 
whole year. The first place that I visited 
after I left you last was Nellore, which 
itself is the capital of the district that 
bears that name. Surrounding this cap- 
ital city there are taluks (counties) that 
are composed of hundreds of villages in- 
habited my nominal Christians in great 
numbers. I visited a few of those villages 
and found they are hungering for some- 
thing real and spiritual to satisfy their 
souls. I am glad to inform you that in 
the above district we have in the follow- 
ing places believers adhering to our faith. 
They are: Nellore, Rajapalam, Kondaya- 
palam, Ongole and Kanigiri. At least 
one worker with his family is needed to 
stay here and work. For that he will need 
a bicycle, a rented house and money for 
food. The monthly expense to meet the 
above, excluding the price of a bicycle, 
will be not less than $7.00. 

The next district which is 200 miles 
distant from Nellore is Cuddappah. I 
worked in and around it and God has 
given us a few believers in the following 
places: Produthoor, Jamalmadugu, Puli- 
vanthala, Eragunta and their outskirts. 
Here 21 souls have been baptized in wa- 
ter and most of them have received the 
Holy Spirit. They show unusual interest 
for the truth and are very zealous for 
God. The need here is so great and the 
field so vast that two workers with their 
families have to be stationed in two cen- 





ters to carry on the work. Their expenses 
will be just the same as that of the for- 
mer, besides the need of a bicycle for 
each. 

The next place is Nizamabad in Hyder- 
abad state, which is a Mohammedan 
country 460 miles from Cuddapah. Here 
in Nizamabad, Alisagar and Moosra we 
have altogether 14 believers who are both 
baptized in water and in the Holy Spirit. 
Here also we need one worker with his 
family, who will have needs to be met, 
but $2 less than that for Nellore and 
Cuddapah will be sufficient here, owing 
to the help which can be expected from 
the brethren. 

I am happy to sound praises unto our 
Lord that through healings of the sick 
and casting out of demons, souls have 
been won in all the above places to estab- 
lish our work. People have great attrac- 
tion toward our work because of the 
manifestation of God’s mighty hand thru 
the healings and casting out of devils. 
During this last month, 31 persons have 
been delivered from demon possession in 
this way. . . 

The limits of our field have now wid- 
ened up to the Telegu area and has every 
chance to cover the whole of India. The 
only thing that stands in the way is the 
problem of workers and money. The 
sooner this is solved, the quicker the . 
work will expand. 

Brother Benjamin and I are planning 
to take a trip to visit our Telegu field, 
and during our stay there to hold a Bible 
class for one month for the benefit of 
the workers and assembly members in 
that area. This may cost at least $25. 
Before the doors of India are closed 
against evangelistic enterprises, let us do 
a quick work and reach all the four ends 
of India.—Yours at Jesus’ feet, T. S. 
Paradasi. 

The above letter will show you how 
much the work is on the heart of Brother 
Paradasi. Shall we be less interested than 
he? Here is a challenge to the Church to 
make further forward moves.—B. N.
